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As a result of a child dying at Victoria and another at 
Fernie after taking patent medicines B. C. newspapers are 
just now devoting considerable space to discussing ‘‘quack”’ 
medicine advertising and some are cutting them out alto- 
gether. There is no telling how much harm newspapers 
have done for the sick and afflicted by allowing these ads. 
to appear in their columns nor how much good the present 
crusade may accomplish, and it can hardly be carried to 
an extreme. 

The Outerop has never yet contained one of these 
quack medicine advertisements and so long as the present 
proprietor has control of it it never will. The only condi- 
tions under which a medicine ad. of any kind can appear 
in these columns is upon the recommendations of the local 
doctor and druggist, and the rate will be the same as other 
people pay. This, we believe, is the only safe conditions 
any medicine ad. can be taken upon, and it is as fair to 
honest medicine dealers as it is to our readers. 

It is a fact, although not generally known or observed, 
that quack ads. seldom appear in a newspaper owned solely 
by a practical printer. The reason for this is that all ex- 
perienced printers abhor them to such an extent that they 
will invariably shirk their work if it is possible to get out 
of having to work on them. As a rule in the prints! op 
quack ads. are known as, “the devil’s work”—which is 
a very appropriate term for them. By this is meant the 
apprentice must do this class of work, and before he is 
promoted he learns the meaning of quackery in all its 
hideousness and detests the work. 

But when a newspaper is owned by a company or in- 
dividuals, who have no practical training, very often the 
advice of the printer is turned down and only the dollars 
in sight are considered. The result is dissatisfaction and 
loss generally. 

It is not surprising that newspaper managers accept 
these quack ads. for they are cunningly placed before him 
in contract form. Usually a firm will send marked bank 
cheques for $25, the acceptance of which binds the publish- 
er to give space he values at $200 for the year, at the end 
of which time he will get another $25 if all conditions are 
fulfilled. The conditions are that a complicated set of ads. 
supplied must appear on certain dates and if one should 
by mistake appear on the wrong date the publisher is then 
deducted about double the amount he would have received 
had the error not been made. 

The cash in advance is a great inducement to most 
publishers, who frequently are in financial trouble, yet it 
don't pay to accept these ads. 99 times out of 100, and it is 
uot fairto give a distant firm lower prices than the local 
man who is building up the country and helping all around 
in everything that needs help. 

It is not fair to “print in display type, next to reading 
matter” that “liver pills will cure a broken back” or that 
“a bottle of teething syrup is perfectly harmless’, when 
the real contents are unknown, 

It isn’t fair and it don't pay to accept quack ads., ‘o 
say nothing of the chances of a number of good subseril ers 
being lost by their filling early graves as a result of taking 
the medicine advertised.
